G.S.R. 159 (E): —In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (i) of Section 124, read with Sub-section (1) of 
Section 132 of the Major Ports Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government hereby approves the Madras Port Trust (Leave) 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1997 made by the Board of Trustees for the Port of Madras and set out in the Schedule annexed to 
this notification. 

2. The said regulations shall come into force on the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 

MADRAS PORT TRUST 

MADRAS PORT TRUST (LEAVE) (AMENDMENT) REGULATIONS, 1997 
In exercise of the powers conferred under Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (3 8 of 1963), the Madras Port 
Trust Board hereby makes, the following amendment Regulations: 

1 . Short titile and commencement: 

‘(i) These Regulation shall be called the Madras Port Trust (Leave) (Amendment) Regulations, 1997. 

(ii) These Regulations shall come into force from the date of publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Madras Port trust (Leave) Regulations :— 

(1) The head line to regulation 6 shall be substituted as under ; 

6. Payment of cash equivalent of Earned Leave/Half Pay Leave under various circumstances. 

(2) The exixting Regulation 6(1) shall be substituted as under ; 
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(1) In the case of retirement on superannuation 

(i) .An employee retiring on superannuation shall be paid cash equivalent of leave salary in respect of the period of 
Earned Leave at his credit at the time of retirement subject to the following conditions: 

(a) The payment of cash equivalent of leave salary shall be limited to a maximum of 240 days earned leave. 

(b) The cash equivalent of leave salary thus admissible will become payable in retirement and willl be paid in one 
lumpsum as one time settlement. 

(c) The cash equivalent payable under this regulation shall be equal to leave salary as admissible for earned leave and 
dearness allowance admissible on that leave salary at the rates in force on the date of retirement. No city compensa¬ 
tory allowance and/or house rent allowance shall be payable. 

(d) The authority competent to grant leave shall suo-motu issue an order granting cash equivalent of earned leave at 
credit on the date of retirement. 

(ii) Calculation of cash equivalent in respect of Half pay Leave at credit shall be made in the manner as below : 


Half pay leave salary plus Dearness 
Allowance if admissible minus Pension, 

Cash payment in lieu Pension equivalent of Gratuity and relief 
of Half Pay“Leave on Pension if Dearness Allowance is 
component admissible on Half Pay Leave 
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(iii) If the leave salary for the half pay leave component falls short of pension and other Pensionary benefits, cash equiva¬ 
lent of half pay leave shall not be granted, 

(iv) The amount so calculated as per the rules in force shall be paid in one lumpsum as a one time settlement. 

(v) These provisions will be effective from 31-7-1982.
